President Harding drove unannounced to Arlington National 
Cemetery on Sunday and took part in the ceremonies attending 
the decoration of the graves of Confederate veterans, who are 
buried there side by side with men in blue. 
Intending only to lay a wreath as a simple act of recognition 
of the heroism of the men of the ‘lost cause,” the President paused 
long enough to speak briefly but feelingly on the theme of a re­ 
united Nation. 
“The spirit which actuated the men in gray to fight for what 
they believed to be right,” said the President, “is the same spirit 
tnat now makes them loyally devoted citizens 
of a reunited 
country.” 
The present generation* he asserted, bad happily Hived to 
see all sectionalism dissolved and no better symbol of the passing 
of discord could be found than in the scene witnessed. 
“There they are,” he said, pointing to the graves of Union 
and Confederate veterans, “united in death as we their descend­ 
ants are united in life.” 
The President told a story to emphasize his point. 
“I recall,” he said, “the account of a Union soldier who was 
attending the Gettysburg reunion. The old veteran was asked 
if he would mind sleeping in a tent with a soldier of the Con­ 
federacy. ‘Gosh, I fought with him and suffered with him why 
should I mind sleeping -with him,’ was the old soldier’s reply. That 
is illustrative of the whole spirit of the reunited country today.”

The public utility company of today takes the public into its 
confidence much more fully than in the past, so that the public 
may know what its profits and losses are. 
It also takes* the 
public much more largely into its corporate membership, 
the 
stockholders in such corporations in the United States now run­ 
ning into the hundreds of thousands, thus distributing their; 
ownership widely among all classes of people. 
For these reasons, the masses are coming to realize more 
clearly their own relation bo such utilities, and the necessity that 
they shall receive fair treatment at the hands of the public. Their 
source of income is the money which they charge for service 
rendered. If in a spirit of hostility they are subjected to unduly 
heavy taxes, the only way to meet this added charge, granted 
that they are managed with fair efficiency, is to increase their 
charge for service. If their charges are arbitrarily placed by law 
at too low a figure, they can continue to live only by economics 
which necessarily impair quality of service. 
Friction of this kind between the public and the public utility 
inevitably works injury to both sides. The public does not get the 
kind of service it needs, the company does not make a reasonable 
profit, and the steady enlargement of facilities called for by grow­ 
ing population does not come, because friction and lack of fair 
profits will not attract new capital into the enterprise. When for 
a time some great public utility is abruptly put out of commission, 
we realize what a help it is, and what an inconvenience it is to be

W hen you have packed the sterilized 
jar with asparagus stalks, pour over 
the stalks, to top of Jar, a brine mar* 
by combining four ounces of salt and 
on© gallon of water: put on rubber, 
and “partially seal’’ (that Is, put top 
wire up over glass cover but do n«n. 
press down the side w ire;) place the 
jar in a wire rusk in the bottom of 
your wash boiler in hot w ater that 
covers the jar one inch, and bring th’s 
w ater to boil. Now begin to count 
tho tim e of “processing” for “steril­ 
izing” or just plain “boiling”) the jar. 
Process the jar for one hour, let the 
jar stand for 24 hours In ordinary 
room-temperature; process again one 
hour on 
the second 
day, let stand 
again 24 hours,* then process it again 
for one hour on the third and last 
day..
